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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that there is no reason for 
why a security mechanism in Haukka should be considered to be equivalent with a DRM method. As known in the art and also as 
submitted in the applicant's background of the invention (page 2, lines 2-3), DRM encompasses not only the numerous encryption 
schemes that have been employed to protect the content, but also encompasses the various arrangements for permitting use of the 
content that have been created, as well as the monitoring and tracking of the rights to the content. As such, it is proper to consider a 
security mechanism, which can be used for authentication or encryption purpose, to be equivalent with a DRM method. 
The applicant argues that the combination of Lockhart and Haukka fails to teach or suggest that the server provides an answer message 
that indicates whether each DRM method listed in the offer message is supported by the server. The Examiner respectfully disagrees, 
Lockhart discloses the offer defines the terms by which the consumer may obtain a permit to access the protected content. A container 
may be packaged so that a number of permits provide different levels of access to the protected content. Depending on the particular offer 
accepted by the consumer, the resulting permit downloaded and installed, the consumer will have differing levies of access to the content 
(Lockhart: col. 6, lines 33-40). He further discloses permits are generated according to a data rights management architecture (Lockhart: 
col. 6, lines 43-44). As such when the permit is provided to the consumer, it allows consumer accesses the protected content, by doing so, 
consumer has selected a supported DRM method from the server.
